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School tuition tax credit 
bill heading for trouble 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The Senate 


Finance Commmittee gave the proposed © 


tuition tax credit bill the red carpet 
treatment during three days of hearings 
Jan. 18-20, but the measure may not get 
the same reception in the House. 


Last year was the sixth time since 1967 
that the Senate had passed some form of 
tax break for tuition-paying parents. 
Backers predict that the latest proposal, 
authored by Sens. Robert Packwood (R- 
Ore.) and Daniel Patrick Moynihan (D- 
N.Y.), will also win Senate approval, since 
51 senators have co-sponsored it, 
including 14 of the 18 Finance Committee 
members. 


BUT THE BILL may run into trouble in 
the House. In the past, the House has not 
been as responsive.to the idea, at least 
until last year. During 1977, for the first 
time, hearings were held on a college 
tuition tax credit bill and now more than 
210 members have either sponsored or 
co-sponsored tax credits or deductions for 
education expenses. 


Some supporters of tax.credits interpret 
these developments as positive signs, 
while others are less optimistic. 


It is clear from the Finance Committee 


testimony that if “trouble” develops it will 
involve ie bill's aver ion bie constitu- 


: anid non public schools, colleges and 
- universities. 


During the hearings, opponents of the 
bill argued that it would violate the 
constitutional principle of church-state 
separation, and would erode support of 
public education by allowing credits for 
tuition paid to nonpublic schools, most of

LEADING THE opposition was Leo 
Pfeffer, a constitutional lawyer and 
general counsel to the National Coalition 
for Public Education and Religious Liberty, 
an umbrella group opposed to state aid to 
nonpublic schools. Pfeffer’s view was 
shared by other groups, including 
Americans .United for Separation of 
Church and State, the Baptist Joint 
Committee on Public Affairs and the 
National Council of Jewish Women. 


Taking a different-view was Walter 
Berns, a professor of political science at 
the University of Toronto (Canada) and an 
expert on American church-state law. In 
supporting the bill Berns said the issue of 
tuition tax credits is political not 
constitutional, since “there is nothing in 
the First Amendment. to forbid aid...to 
church-related schools.” 


ANTONIN SCALIA, a professor of law at 


the University of Chicago, told the 


committee not to worry about the 
constitutional issue, but to do what it 
thinks is right. He cited what he called the 


“utter confusion’: of Supreme Court.

It has been said that “people want to do 
their giving while they’re living so they'll be 
knowing where it’s going.” 


With this in mind, very full explanations 
of diocesan finances were given to priests 
from throughout the diocese last week at 
meetings held in Riverside and Chula 
Vista. 


THE MEETINGS SET in motion the 
current Stewardship program of giving 
time, talent and treasure—the seventh 
year of Stewardship in the diocese—with 
the aim of raising $2.3 million. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher, Msgr. |. Brent 
Eagen, diocesan chancellor, Msgr. 
Rudolph Galindo, Stewardship chairman, 
and Parmely Ferrie, diocesan business 
manager, made presentations on the 
income and expenses of the diocese and 
on the continuing need for a Stewardship 
program. 


Msgr. Galindo said “people want to know 
the details of the causes they support. Our 
people respond generously when they are 
shown that their giving brings them a rich 
share in all that is going on:in the diocese 
and in their own parishes.” 


HE SAID Stewardship has been the 
primary source of “most of the things that 
make the church of this diocese very 
He cited education, 
community charity, priestly formation, 
care for aged priests and aged laity, and 
the opening of new parishes among those 
factors.

On the final day of hearings, committee 
members Packwood and Moynihan 
indicated they may consider changing 
their bill. What seemed to interest them 
the most was a plan by Rep. Abner Mikva 
(D-III.), which-would permit taxpayers to 
defer up to $1,500 a year from taxes for 
college tuition. Borrowers would have to 
begin repaying the full amount at 3 
percent interest after graduation. 


Bishop Maher said he knew of no other 
diocese so well informed on the state of 
finances and the progress of programs as 
this diocese. 


He added. as an example it is “probably 
the only diocese in the whole United 
States which provides priests with the 
minutes of the meeting of diocesan 
consultors” (the bishop's advisory body). 


HE SAID WITHOUT Stewardship the 
diocese just could not meet the constant 
demands for new and expanding services, 
particularly in the area of social action. 


Msgr. Eagen and Ferrie went into details 
of actual receipts and expenditures, which 
have been recorded in the annual 
diocesan financial statements published 


- in the Southern Cross, and by means of 


“pie” diagrams showed visually the 
percentage and financial breakdown. 


Msgr. Eagen pointed out that the total 
diocesan income; of parishes and the 
diocesan office is $17 million. “When we 
began Stewardship in 1972 it was $10 
million,” he said. 


But he added that out of the $17 million 
only $6 million is channeled to the 
diocesan offices. The remainder stays 
with the. parishes. 


BY COMPARISON with the operation of 
the diocese at $6 million he said a hospital 
such as St. Bernardine’s in San Bernar- 
dino costs about $22 million a year to 
operate.

Nearly 4,000 rally for life, 
protest ’73 abortion ruling |

Nearly 4,000 pro-life 
supporters rallied under 
sunny skies in downtown 
San Diego last Sunday 
against abortion and for the 
right to life of the unborn. 


Many came in buses 
from. several parishes 
throughout the county, 


others in private vehicles. 


Some came as groups 
such as the Knights. of 
Columbus with council 
banners and “Nurses for 
Life” attired in uniforms. 


A GROUP OF specially 
invited priests, ministers, 
elected officials, civic 
leaders, doctors and law- 
yers led the procession as 
they “marched” to the skirl 
of the bagpipes played by a 
member of the Ancient 
Order of the Hibernians. 


The pro-life advocates 
carried signs as they walk- 
ed through city streets 
solemnly—young and old, 
families with children in 
strollers, the handicapped 
in wheelchairs. 


Prior to the march, em- 
cee Joe Bauer, radio per- 
sonality, opened with a 
prayer at the Community 


Concourse plaza and intro-_ 


duced 
Keating. 


“WE HAVE assembled 
today to vow publicly that 
the unborn of this land-will 
soon be protected by a 
human life amendment,” 
he opened to the cheers 
and applause of the crowd. 


He said an amendment 
to the Constitution is not a 
light matter, but the “pro- 

-Hife cause is the most 
important and urgent issue 
ever faced by the American 
people,” even more impor- 
tant than slavery because 
“the right-to-life issue 
speaks...to the right to be.” 

He cited recent local 
victories, including a ruling 
by the Wisconsin Supreme 
Court that the public should 
have access to hospital 
records to find out how its 
tax monies were spent. 


This will enable the pub- 
lic to know the names of 
doctors performing abor- 
tions, he said. This Same 
question is finding its way 
into other states, he added.

“We ask women con- 
sidering abortion not to give 
in to society's way,” but to 
look inside herself and 
reflect on the God-given gift 
she has—the unborn child 
and his God-given right to 
life. 


RABBI YONAH Fradkin 
stated, “Judaism, Catholi- 
cism, basically all religions 
agree on this issue.” 


He quoted from Zohar “to 


tell how important and 
grave” this issue is: “There 


are three persons trying to 
drive the: Holy Spirit from 
the world....The third is he 
who causes the fetus to be 
destroyed in the womb.” 


On the idea of pity, he 
said the U.S. sends aid to 
people in Africa and other 
places where the people 
are pitied, while “we spend 
our tax dollars to put our 
own children to death. 


“It’s easy to understand 
how our intellect can de- 
stroy a nation.” 


FOLLOWING THE talks 
1,000 balloons were re- 
leased to symbolize the 
estimated number of un- 
born children aborted in 
the U.S. last year in one 
hour of a normal working 
day. 


Then from the C Street 
entrance of the concourse 
the procession several 
blocks long itself, wound its 
way for seven blocks re- 
turning to the concourse 
plaza where they sang “God 
Bless America.” 


Prior to the rally booths 
were set up for supporters 


to sign cards for the right to 


life which were carried to 
legislators in Sacramento 
Monday. 

During the state protest, 
some 1,500 pro-life advo- 
cates from throughout the 
state flooded the lawmak- 
ers with visits and cards or 
letters in support of their 
cause.

His next movie is a re- 
make of the favorite of 
nearly 50 years ago, “The 
Champ’, which starred

SAN BERNARDINO— 
Marches, rallies and spe- 
cial masses marked the 
commemoration of the fifth 
anniversary of the Supreme 
Court abortion ruling last 
weekend in San Bernar- 
dino, Riverside and Palm 
Springs. 

An estimated 250 per- 
sons including toddlers in 
strollers, senior citizens, 
families, priests, Knights of 
Columbus, and even a 
couple of clowns partici- 
pated in a March for Life 
here Saturday. 


SPONSORED BY the San 
Bernardino Citizens Con- 
cerned for Family Life, the 
12-block march began and 
ended at San Bernardino 
High School. 


Persons from Victorville 
to Corona and Ontario 
participated. A contingent 
of Latter Day Saints also 
marched. : 


Many marchers carried 
posters promoting the right 
to life of the unborn and re- 
jecting legislation and 
movements for abortion. 


FOLLOWING THE march, 
an hour-long program fea- 
turing songs by the Genesis 
and soloist Joan Skousen 
and three speakers—Dr. 
Edward Dainko, Attorney 
Philip Wagner and V. Den- 
nis Wardle—was held inthe 
high school auditorium. 


Dr. Dainko reaffirmed 
that the unborn fetus is a 
human life, not potential 
life, and has a right to 
protection.

Did you read what the Pope said? 


Pope Paul VI makes about three speeches a 
week. Sometimes more, occasionally less. Some of 
them are formal addresses to special groups. 
Others are the thoughts which come when he 
speaks to a general audience either in St. Peter’s 
basilica or in the vast audience hall adjacent to the 
church. 


In the Southern Cross, we condense many - 
these speeches into the column alongside this, 
extracting a few succinct phrases from each. But 
for the Pope’s major presentations, such as his 
message on peace for Jan. 1, the Day of Peace, we 
give the text in full, as we did this year. 


Did you read it? Or did the news of the super bowl 
pre-empt the time you might have given it? Did we 
“waste” about 150 column inches of space by 
printing the text? Or are we Catholics imbued 
enough with the spirit of peace which Christ 
preached, to reinforce our efforts through reading 
our Pope’s exhortation on the subject? 


Change the subject? 


These comments arise from a quick, and 
inadequate personal survey which revealed that 
many did not read the message of peace. However, 
the comments of the Jesuits weekly magazine 
“America” perhaps express better than we can 
some observations on the Pope and his important 
message. “America” said, editorially: 


Tell people that they ought to read the Pope’s new 
message on peace, and they may change the 
subject. It’s not that they are indifferent either to 


peace or to the Pope. It’s just that they hope to keep’ 


their nerves calm by avoiding a topic that both 
oppresses and exalts us, as Paul VI said in his 
message for the observance of Jan. 1 as a Day of 
Peace. 


The notion of peace can induce depression if it 
serves only to remind us of what the Pope calls the 
horrifying hypothesis “that our peace is nothing but 
a truce, and that an uncontrollable conflagration 
can be suddenly unleashed.” That hypothesis is 
plausible because the arms race between the 
superpowers continues, and each year more 
nations acquire the capability to build nuclear 
weapons. On the other hand, the prospect of the 
coming of the peaceable kingdom is exhilarating, 
and Paul Vi is firmly on the side of those who think 


. that this ideal is more than an “unattainable 


Utopia.” 


The theme for this year's Peace Day was: “No to 
violence, yes to peace.” Naturally enough, Paul VI 
had a good deal to say about both terrorists and 
war, but so did most of the commentators who 
added up 1977's accounts. 


The Pope’s message is distinctive, however, 
because the unthinkable that he asks the nations to 
think is not the possibility of global catastrophe, but 
what he calls the magnificent positive pheno- 
menon of the developing progress of peace, “an 
idea that is gaining prestige in the conscience of 
humanity.” 


_ Not that the Pope writes in any romantic vein. He 
is, in fact, more realistic than the generals who rely 
on a balance of terror, because he thinks that “fear 


is more an imagined restraint than real one.” He 
also tells terrorists that they are the antagonists of 
peace, not avengers of injustice, and he reminds 
the defenders of abortion that to choose peace, one 
must choose life. The Pope is not, however, merely 
a social analyst. He does report the aspirations of 
humanity just a journalists and political scientists 
do. But he also reaffirems the world’s hopes as only 
a prophet dares to do. 


Humphrey and pro-life 


With due appreciation of the third century maxim - 


“De mortuis nil nisi bonum” (Of the dead, speak 
nothing but good) it would appear that the late Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, to whom rightful praise and 
honor was paid last week, left his attitude towards 
abortion somewhat unclear. 


He maintained silence on the issue, saying that 
he was opposed to abortion “as a method of birth 
control” and that he favored litigation in the courts 
instead of a constitutional amendment to change 
the U.S. Supreme Court’s 1973 ruling. 


Although he will be remembered as a great 
American politician, who rallied to the cause of the 
oppressed and the needy, he was unfortunately not 
a champion of that great oppressed minority, the 
unborn children. During his career he received the 
Catholic Youth Organization’s Pro Deo et Juventute 
Award and the Catholic Adult Education Center’s 
first Adlai Stevenson Award. 


Hate against de Chardin 


By comparison with the eulogies—well 
deserved—about Humphrey, our recent article on 
Teilhard de Chardin, in the Know Your Faith series, 
brought the usual rash of hate against this brilliant 
priest. Several letters were received bringing up the 
old story about the “monitum” (warning) against 
him, and so on. What his critics overlook is that de 
Chardin was obedient to his church to the end— 
something you can’t say for abetid 8 Lefebvre, 
for instance. 


Catholics befuddled 


Judging by the results of a Gallup poll ‘released 
this week, Catholics are as bemused as many inthe 
natin by the pro-abortion propaganda. According to 


the poll, only 23 percent of American Catholics 


believe abortion should be illegal under all 


Circumstances, a drop from 32 percent in a 1975 


survey. And it appears that 20 percent of Catholics 
here believe abortion should be legal in all 
circumstances and 53 percent believe it should be 
legal in certain circumstances. 
figures were 11 and 50 percent respectively. 


The spate of justifying propaganda for abortion 
has reached intense proportions and it is almost 
put in the same category as freedom of speech. 
Many Catholics are, |am sure, misled into believing 
that it comes within this category, otherwise we 
would not have such startling figures from the 
Gallup poll. We obviously still have to educate our 
own Catholics to know that there is no time when 
abortion is either justified or permissible, 
according to our belief in the sanctity of life.

There was, she wrote, nothing new in 
it, being mainly pious references to 
the words of Jesus. : 


| HAVE NO DOUBT that both these 
self-effacing people would consider 
such a critique of their work the 
highest possible accolade. Their sole 
motivation in life was—or is—to “put 
on Christ” as St. Paul says, inthe most 
complete manner attainable to them. 


Work, lifestyle, relationships—all 
would be of value only in as much as 
they reflect Christ. In everyone who 
comes to them, they see Christ. In 
everything they do, they await the 
hand of Christ. 

It is a rare gift, this ability to allow 
oneself to be quite overshadowed, 
and in such a way that instead of 


diminishing their impact, their effect 
upon thousands whom they may 
never have met is rendered astonish- 
ingly powerful. 


| SUPPOSE St. Francis has madethe 
greatest effect of any saint upon 
people of all religions and some of no 
specific religion, and continues to do 
so even five centuries after his death. 
And, of course, that other “over- 
shadowed” one, Mary, the virtuaily 
silent mother of Jesus, given over 
completely to the power of the Holy 
Spirit and the service of her son, is 
powerful in the church and in the 
world in a way that defies rational 
explanation. 


It seems that such total immersion 
of self into the mission and image of 
Christ has the effect of channeling 
extraordinary power to appeal to the 
hearts and minds of men and women. 


| suppose it is a rare charism partly 
because we really do not expect it to 
work that way for us—in fact just the 
opposite! On the whole we are a 
craven lot, afraid to go “all the way” 
and “give all’ in case we find nothing 
to replace what we have given. 


IF THERE WERE only more like that, 
we tell each other, how soon the world 
would be transformed. But we balk 
at allowing our vision to expand until it 
can only be filled by Christ and we lose 
sight of ourselves. 


But it is the only way. It is the way of 
Jesus himself. He saw himself utterly 
overshadowed by his Father. Time 
and time again, he diverted attention 
from himself to the “one who sent” 
him. He was alive only to do the 
bidding of the Father and it was tohim 
that Christ constantly directed his 


followers. 


For him everything was subject to 
the Father. All that he was and had 
belonged to the Father. His role was 
one of supreme stewardship. So 
completely was he immersed in that 
divine personality that, even in his 
authentic humanity, he could say, 
“When you see me, you see the 
Father.” 


IN A DIFFERENT but related way, 
Francis might have claimed “When 
you see me, you see Christ,” but he did 
not. That was always his hope and his 
purpose, but.he died still struggling 


towards the perfection he sought. 

But for the thousands of us who 
have come after him and marvelled at 
his passionate self-renunciation, he 
has mirrored and does mirror Christ. 
Even if we do not have the courage or 
the quality of love sufficient to follow 
his example and launch ourselves in 
physical and spiritual poverty upon 
the boundless generosity of God, few 
of us really escape the appeal of his 
devoted life. 

We know, too, that we have heard 


. the same call that turned his ‘life 


inside out—“‘Sell what you have, give it 
to the poor, and follow me.” But where 
he plunged so _ heedlessty into 
unstinted- response, we hesitate and 
equivocate. 


There is, | think, a profound regret, a 
profound envy underlying our respect 
and reverence for that “poor scholar’ 
with his “very bad Latin” who was, 
Thomas of Celano, his biographer 
tells us, always occupied with Jesus. 


“Jesus he bore in his heart; Jesus in. 
his mouth; Jesus in his ears; Jesus in 
his eyes; Jesus in his hands; Jesus in 
the rest of his members.”

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Know Your Faith 


Saint Thomas More 


A man of high principle and 


concern for the poor 


By Father John J. Castelot 


Sir Thomas More—gentleman, scholar, 
humanist, man of the world, devoted husband 
and father, Lord Chancellor of England, 
martyr, canonized saint—was born in 
London on Feb. 7, 1477. His father was a 
respected lawyer and judge who thought 
enough of his profession to steer his son in the 
same direction. 


After his elementary education, Thomas 
pursued further studies and worked as a page 
in the household of the archbishop of 
Canterbury, John Cardinal Morton, who was 
Lord Chancellor during the reign of Henry 
Vil. The cardinal recognized the exceptional 
talent in the man who would hold his post 
under Henry VIII, and sent him to Oxford. 


SIR JOHN MORE, however, was anxious 
for his son to start his law studies and 
transferred him to Lincoln’s Inn, where he 
was admitted to the bar in 1501. Three years 
later he became a member of Parliament. 


For about four years he lived with the 
Carthusian monks in London and developed 
a deep spirituality. He seems to have thought 
seriously about joining their ranks or perhaps 
becoming a Franciscan friar, but he decided 
instead to marry. 


Still he maintained some~of the ascetical 


practices he had learned from the 
Carthusians; among other things, he wore a 
scratchy hair-shirt for the rest of his life, a relic 
still treasured. 


IN 1504 he married Jane Colt. It is an 
indication of his regard for the feelings of 
others that he married Jane in spite of the fact 
that he actually preferred her younger sister, 
but, as his son-in-law put it, “he considered 
that it would be both great grief and some 
shame also to the eldest to see her younger 
sister preferred before her in marriage.” Be 
that as it may, the marriage was a happy one 
and they had four children, three girls and a 
boy. 


Theirs was a joyous home.- They prayed 
together and they played together; Thomas 
had a wonderful sense of humor and he kept it 
right up to the moment of his execution. He 
saw .to it, too, that all his children received a 
good education. ° 


Their. guests were for the most part the 


poor of the neighborhood. If he had - 


distinguished visitors, they were distin- 
guished. for their goodness and/or learning, 
usually for both. Perhaps his most frequent 
and congenial guest was his fellow humanist, 
Erasmus, who dedicated to him his In Praise 
of Folly. 


THOMAS HIMSELF was a humanist, not 
only in the sense of being a man of letters, 
engaged in the pursuit of what we call the 
humanities, but also in the deeper sense of 
being sincerely concerned with humanity at 
large. His best known work is Utopia, a 
brilliant yet gently satirical critique of the state 
of affairs in the Europe of 1516. 


In it he expreses an amazing sympathy for 
the unfortunate victims of the social system, 
people without property, without rights. In his 
ideal state there are no class distinctions, no 


slaves; all men are free, workers, students. 


At the same time, he had a family to 
support, and when Henry VIII became king, 
his fortunes rose. The new monarch 
recognized the lawyer’s brilliance and made 
him under-sheriff of London. His success was 
darkened, however, by the death of his wife, 
whom he loved dearly. 


A SHORT time later he married a widow 
seven years his senior. His young children 
needed a mother, and she fullfulled that role 
very well in spite of the fact that she was a bit 
of a shrew. 


He continued to rise in public life. Henry 


insisted on having his services at the court 
and reluctantly he accepted. In 1529 he was 
made Lord Chancellor, highest post in the 
realm. But he did not really trust Henry. 


To die for a principle 
History of human cruelty 
teaches a solemn lesson

Reformations and revolts are bound to 
create martyrs on both sides of the spectrum. 
No martyr emerged with greater visibility and 
the power to inspire than Thomas More. 


A brilliant humanist, a tough judge, a wily 
lawyer and a man of unquenchable personal 
conviction, More understood better than 
anyone in England the issue of the unity of 
Christendom. His fight with Henry VIII was 
more than a quarrel about divorce. 


MORE SAW the deeper issue at stake,- 
namely, the dissolution and contentious 
division of Christians. So wedded was he to 
the principle of Christian unity, that he was 
event willing to die for that principle. 


To say that one dies for a principle may 
seem too cold, too intellectual. What must be 
remembered is that in More’s mind, the stand 
on principle would have human conse- 
quences. If you break a principle such as the 
unity of Christians, you deliberately unleasha 
chaos that results in untold suffering for 
people. 


For him this was no academic debate. Ideas 
have consequences. Should you destroy the 


principle of unity, you set in motion the 
rationale for brutally murdering the 
opposition, plundering the possessions of rich 
and poor alike and creating a state of possible 
anarchy. 


THIS VERY THING happened in the 
case of the Peasants’ Revolt in Reformation 
Germany. Luther had rightly called for a 
reform of the church. But secular society and 
the social order needed just as much reform. 


Once Luther had successfully attacked 
religious authority, other people felt that an 
attack on secular authority was just as valid 
and needed. Thus the peasants rebelled 
against the unjust social order. 


What Thomas More had feared came to 
pass with a vengeance. Luther saw in the 
revolution of the peasants a positive threat to 
the goals of the Reformation. His vision of 


Christian freedom was being taken over by ° 


hordes of peasants who wanted economic 
justice right away. 


FUELED BY the same kind of passion 
that fired the religious reformers, the leaders 
of the poor broke out of their mute servitude 


and flared across central Europe. Just as the — 
. ¥eligious reformers were too impatient with

slow and orderly renewal of the church, so 
also the social reformers refused to wait for a 
lawful and orderly answer to their grievances. 


Luther responded with precisely the kind of 
viciousness that More instinctively feared. In 
his dread pamphlet, Against the Murder- 
ing, Thieving Hordes of Peasants, Luther 
advised the secular rulers to smite, slay and 
stab the rebels. 


“These times are so extraordinary that a 
prince can win heaven more easily by 
bloodshed than by prayer. You cannot meet 
a rebel by reason. Your best answer is to 
punch him in the face until he has a bloody 
nose.” 


LUTHER ADVOCATED the ruthless 
suppression of fanatical social reformers in 
the name of religion and thus encouraged one 
of the darker pages of the Reformation. 


_Thomas More died for a principle. Some 
reformers supported the killing of others for 
preserving the principle of their own 
particular unity. 


This one of the unhappy results of the 
Reformation was the surge and counter-surge 
of religious and political persecution. Think of 
the Catholic Bloody Mary of England and the 


even more bloody career of Oliver Cromwell, 
whose ravaging of Catholic Ireland sowed 
seeds of hatred as alive today as four 
centuries ago. 


THESE DEPRESSING annals are 


relieved by the exalting spiritual insights that - 


came from the Reformation and the Catholic 
Counter-Reformation. But we would be less 
than honest should we refuse to look without 
blinking at the horrors that occurred as well. 


Why do this? There is a lesson to be learned 
from observing the unremitting history of 
human cruelty whether performed in the 
name of God, reason or plain, senseless rage. 
The lesson is this. Let all people enraptured 
by a cause, however noble, pause to count 
the cost in human suffering that may result 
from the pursuit of that cause. 


-Passionate conviction wants immediate 
results. Because the passion may ebb, the 
advocates require fulfillment right away 
before the fire goes_out. This is short-sighted 
advocacy. Perhaps we will never learn there 
could be a longer range way of improving life. 


Thomas More tried to do this and died for 


his efforts Could it be that we might hear him 


now? He would be well worth hearing, and his 
example well worth following. 


Daily martyrdoms 


Great act of love follows 
many little deaths; to self

Those who gave up their lives in Christ’s 
name—we call them martyrs—died to 
themselves many times in many ways before 
they actually poured out their blood for the 
Savior’s sake. 


A tree falls normally in the direction it has 
been leaning throughout its life. Similarly, a 
Christian could accept physical death for 
Jesus only if this supreme act of love had 
been preceded by a thousand big and little 

deaths to self. 


A KEY Marriage Encounter concept 
maintains that love is a decision, not a feeling. 
In practice, this guiding norm means I decide 
to love my spouse in a particular situation, 


regardless of how I feel about it. 


Sometimes the loving word, deed or 
omission comes easily. lamin the mood for it; 
the thought of what must be done makes me 
excited and happy; I experience no feelings of 
reluctance or resistance about the task 
before me. 


On other occasions, however, the loving 
word, act of omission causes tension within 
me. I just may not feel like doing what should 
be done; it will take an effort; I must pay a 
price. 


THE DECISION to love aften involves a 
real dying to myself. I must in some 
circumstances rise above my contrary 
feelings and desires. I choose that which a 
part of me says should be done, instead of 


4 
that which another portion would like to do. 


The love-as-a-decision principle can 
liberate us. Those who follow that concept 
direct their own lives and do not allow their 
behavior to be determined by frequently 
fluctuating feelings. 


A few examples should clarify these rather 
general, abstract points. 


A YOUNG priest of our diocese was 
summoned soon after his ordination to the 
home of a. parishioner. The failing husband 
had told his Catholic spouse he would like to 
enter the church before death. Upon entering 
thier house, the youthful cleric asked, “Do 
you know who I am?” The husband replied, 
“Yes, you are a Catholic priest.” 


The sick man did not respond, “You are 
Father Miller,” or “You are the new priest at 
St. James,” or “you are the priest my wife 
respects to much,” 


If Father Miller was looking for some 
special recognition, a bit of personalized 
regard, that terse answer to his inquiry would 
have been very disappointing. In any event, it 
taught him an early lesson about the 
priesthood. There are many times when 
people look more to the function we fulfill 
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than to the person of the priest performing 
them. 


THAT CALLS for a certain amount of 
‘dying to one’s self. 


The same cleric’ received another person 
into the church during the man’s last hour. He 
was the one called, even though his pastor 
had been gracious and considerate to this 
family for years. He half apologized to the 
pastor upon returning to the rectory, thinking 
it really should have been his privilege to 
baptize the last-rninute Christian. 


The pastor, without a trace of hurt feelings 
or injured pride, quickly reminded his 
associate that Jesus is the one who baptizes. 


THIS ILLUSTRATION of true dying to 
self will probably stay in the young priest’s 
memory throughout his ministry. 


Married persons could fill a book with 
instances of love decisions and daily 
martyrdoms. Getting up to tend the baby so 
one’s spouse can rest; driving the children to 
hockey practice, to religion class, to a 
dentist’s appointment, to Friday night 
movies; working two’ jobs; not complaining 
when a virus infects the body and saddens the 
spirit. 


Christian meditation : 
-Anyone who loses his 
life for my sake finds it

Meditation is a very exciting process of life 
and death; we find our true selves because 
God is the source of all goodness within us: 
“Anyone who finds his life will lose it; anyone 
who loses his life for my sake will find it.” 
(Matt. 10:39).’ 


Notice in the above quotation the phrase; 
“for my sake”. God is our true center, our 
inner self. Throughout our lives, in various 
ways, irrelevant accretions have‘been heaped 
on what is of God in our inner natures. 


THROUGH A SERIES of hurts, 
disappointments, frustrations, etc. we have 
bent our inner selves or been bent so that we 
no longer shine forth God at the center. 
Instead we reflect a hurt, resentful, often 
bitter self. 


Sometime listen in on the interior

going on inside. Listen! 


NOTICE HOW old hark: filistrations: 
angers, etc. are continually being reactivated. 
We bring up these old hurts in order to see if 
we cannot work through to a happier 
conclusion than when the event first took 
place. 


Some of these wars going on inside of us 
date back to when we were very young. We 
are still fighting those wars, still trying to 
win... 


The trouble with our trying to win is that the 
victory is seldom for God, but in defense of 
these accretions and additions that have been 
piled on top of the pure goodness of God at 
our true center. Furthermore, the spurious 
self gets more deeply entrenched and the 
loving tender voice of God gets dimmer if the

When God is in charge of your ways, you 
can be sure that your life will be a great drama, 
not something trivial or petty. Jesus knew 
what he was talking about when he said: “ tell 
you, most solemnly, unless a wheat grain falls 
on the ground and dies, it remains only a 
single grain; but if it dies, it yields a rich 
harvest....If anyone serves me, my Father will 
honor him.” (John 12:24-26). 


Serving God is much more fun than merely 
serving ourselves, even if we do have to die to 
ourselves by “wasting” our precious time in 
meditation.

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Talking Point—Califano on abortion, social justice 


Catholic cabinet member faces moral issues . 


By Jim Castelli 


WASHINGTON (NC)—In his first 
year in office, Joseph Califano, 46, 
secretary of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW), may have become the most 
prominent Catholic in American 
political life. 


An Italian-American from Brooklyn, 
he has played no small role in the 
continuing controvery that sur- 
rounds HEW. The department must 
deal with abortion, for example, but 
Califano points out that abortion is 
only one of many moral issues with 
which HEW must cope. 


HE DISCUSSED a number of these 
issues in a wide-ranging, hour-long 
interview with National Catholic News 
Service. 


“Government deals with moral 
issues all the time as a matter of 
public policy—taking care of old 
people, taking care of poor people, 
educating children,” Califano said. 


“| think the issues get more 
complex when you get closer to, 
literally, life and death, when 
government begins to deal with issues 
such as when does life begin, when 


does life end, where whould we invest 
our biomedical research dollars when 
that investment may determine 
whether this group of people lives or 
that group of people lives.” 


ABORTION HAS been a particularly 
thorny issue for Califano who, like 
President Carter, says he opposes 
both abortion itself and federal 
funding of abortion. Califano has been 
criticized by both sides—those who 
believe he is imposing his moral 
beliefs on others by opposing federal 
funding and those who believe the 
laws he must enforce are too 
permissive concerning abortion.

“lm in a situation in which I’m 
dealing with a law that’s not a model of 
clarity, in which my own personal 
views are absolutely irrelevant,” 
Califano said. “I’m trying to interpret 
the law as best | can, and | will do 
that.” 


CALIFANO SAID that before he went 
to Atlanta to be interviewed for the 
HEW post by President-elect Carter 
last year, “I thought about this issue 
and | never would have gone there 
had | not felt | could carry out the law 
of the land, whatever the Congress 


. determined that law to be. 


“It may seem remarkable to you, 
but | really am utterly at peace with 
my own conscience, public and 
private. 


“If you ever reach a point ina 
pluralistic society like this,” he said, 
“in which you have large segments of 
the people who.say they can’t be part 
of the government policy making, 
machinery, or bureaucratic process 
because, as a matter of conscience, 
they can’t enforce a law with which 
they don’t happen to agree, | think 
you’re in very serious trouble. 


“| THINK that if you ever had a 
situation in which somebody said, ‘I 
don’t agree with abortion. personally 
and therefore | can’t enforce the law 
that permits abortions, that permits 
the federal funding of abortions,’ and 
you say that for a large segment of 
people, that is, all Catholics or all 
fundamentalists, or what have you, 
you're in very serious trouble. 


“You're really saying Catholics or 
fundamentalists can’t participate in 
their government, and | think in that 
sense neither of those churches 
would serve their people well or their 
country well. 


“There are a lot of people who 
sincerely can’t trust me—they can't 
believe that I'll enforce a law that 
allows federal funding for abortion 
under whatever circumstances... 
They can’t quite believe that I'll sit 
here’and vigorously enforce that law. 
Well, | will.” 


Social justice is another area of 
concern to the HEW secretary. 
Government's function is to bring 
about social justice, particularly for 
blacks and other minority groups, he 
said. 


“WE'VE BEEN a race conscious 
society for 200 years. For 100 years, 
we were conscious enough of race to 
keep black people as slaves. Even 
after the so-called Emancipation 
Proclamation and the 14th Amend- 
ment to the Constitution and a few 
other things, we really didn’t make 
much progress in this area.

“We started to makeaa little 
economic progress with Franklin 
Roosevelt and we really didn’t make 
any civil rights progress until the days 
of Lyndon Johnson, and that’s only 10 
years ago.” 

Bringing minorities into the 
mainstream, Califano said, means 
“providing some compensatory 
education courses for these people. 


“I'M NOT SAYING that people that 
are unqualified should be put in 
positions in. professional. schools or 
colleges,” Califano said. “What I’m 
saying is there are a lot of ways to 
recognize talent in this country and 


you've got to find ways to measure 


it...so that talent can be developed on 
an individual human basis.” : 


The standards for locating and 


- developing this talent “are essentially 


economic and social, not only racial,” 
he said, “but | think you can’t deny the 
reality that race is a pervasive 
problem to this day in this country.” 


“Now we Can't equalize everything. 
All we're trying to do is equalize the 
opportunity within a free economic 
system. | think that opportunity is on 
the whole equalized.” . 

Following iS a summary of 
Califano’s comments on other issues 
confronting HEW: 


—White House Conference on 
Families: Califano said the con- 
ference is now scheduled for late 
1979. He said he expects the 
appointment of an executive director 
and chairperson or chairpersons by 
the beginning of March. He said the 
conference focus and schedule would 
be announced when the appoint- 
ments were announced. 


—Welfare reform: Califano pre- 
dicted Congress would pass legisla- 
tion embodying the administration’s 
principle—that will be “pro-family, 
pro-work and anti-fraud”—this year. 


Califano said the. administration 
was firm in its decision to replace 
food stamps with cash and pay only 
the minimum wage, not prevailing 
wages, for public service jobs created 
as part of the reform. 

—National health insurance: The 
administration will present a set of 
principles early in this session of 
Congress, a tentative proposal later, 
and final legislative proposals later 
this year. 


Califano said HEW is now consult- 
ing with each state “to see what their 
data base is, who they’re helping. That 
will enhance our capability to make 
some judgments in this area.” 


—Tuition: Califano said HEW would 
propose help for “the burden on some 
elements of the middle class in 
sending their children to college.” He 
opposed across the board tax credits 
which he said would take money from

the average taxpayer and give it to 
persons in high income groups. 


He said the constitutional ques- 
tions concerning aid to parents of 
children in church schools was “very 
tough” and that a higher priority on 
dealing with the problems of the poor 
meant that “individuals whose 
donations to their church are already 
tax deductible have got to find a way, 
at this point in time, to bear the cost of 
sending their children to a parochial 
school or any other private school.” 

—Living wills: Califano said that a 
memo written by Robert Derzon, head 
of the Health Care Financing Admin- 


~ istration, suggesting that the federal 
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government could save more thana 


billion dollars a year by pressuring 
states to adopt living wills “was just a 


list of every conceivable way that 
money could be saved” and was “very 
insensitive to the human values 
involved.” 


He said it was not appropriate for 
government to either encourage or 
discourage the use of living wills, 
which he said he understood to be 
“simply a document in which an 
individual says, ‘If | reach a point of 
bare existence, | don’t want heroic 
measures taken to keep me alive for 
whatever length of time’....| think 
that’s very much a matter of indi- 
vidual choice.” 


—DNA research: Califano said he 
believes legislation proposed by HEW 
to regulate research with DNA 
(dioxyribonucleic acid), sometimes 
known as “gene-splicing,” would pass 
in some form in the next year. 


“We've got to recognize...that it’s 
not our responsibility to inhibit the 
search for truth, but that we have a 
responsibility in the public sense to 
make sure that that search is 
conducted in a way that provides the 
maximum amount of protection that’s 
feasible for the public at large.”

Riverside parish to celebrate 85th year - 


Seeds of faith bear fruit at St. 


Southern Cross Reporter 


RIVERSIDE—There were 
only nine other Catholic 
churches in Southern Cali- 
fornia when St. Francis de 
Sales parish was establish- 
ed here 85 years ago. 


Seeds of faith sown so 
early in the development of 
what is now part of the 
world’s most expanding 
area were bound to bear 
fruit. 


IN THE CASE of St. Fran- 
cis it is not only the vast 
numbers of souls whose 
spiritual nourishment has 


come from a succession of © 
priests, but that one of the 


boys born and raised in the 
parish is today the head of 
the bishops’ conference of 
the United States. 


That boy, now Arch- 
bishop John R. Quinn, of 
San Francisco, will return to 
his boyhood parish this 
Sunday to preach on the 
85th birthday of the 
parish. 


The first brick church in 
Riverside was built in 1888 
by a Belgian priest, Father 
P.J. Stockman, the third 
pastor (1874-1895) of St. 
Bernardine church in San 
Bernardino. 


HE CAME BY train once a 
month to Riverside to cele- 
brate mass for the few 
Catholics in the newly 
developing area. 


It was Father B. Florian 
Hahn, fifth pastor (1913- 
1918) who started to build 
the church at the present 
site at 12th and Lime. He 
was also the founding 
pastor at Banning’s Pre- 
cious Blood parish. 


The church was com- 
pleted around 1920 but 
only the front of the build- 
ing was used as a church. 
Space at the back was 
made into two classrooms 
when Sister Dolorosa came 
from Houston, Tex. with two 


other Dominican sisters to. 


start the parochial school. 


BENEATH THE class- 
rooms the church base- 
ment became a kitchen 
where women of the parish

A boost came to River- 
side following the establish- 
ment of the diocese of San 
Diego in 1936 which coin- 
cided with considerable 
military growth in the area. 


There was a new surge of 
residents and visitors to 
tax the facilities of the 
church. And it was at this 
time that Father Peter 
Lynch was to begin his 40- 
year pastorate of the parish. 


AS RETIRED Msgr. 
Lynch, he will be there, in 
the sanctuary, on Sunday, 
together with the boy to 
whom he gave first com- 
munion and led in his first 
footsteps of faith to become 
archbishop — John R. 
Quinn. 


The new pastor, Father 


Lynch, soon began a pro- 


gram to expand and im- 
prove the church facilities. 
He moved the Dominican 
sisters to a new home, 10 
rooms and achapel, nearby 
and 10 years later remodel- 
led the whole church com-

—The three students are 
Catholic and collection of 
fees from them by the 
university forces the stu- 
dents to violate their re- 
ligious beliefs. 


—The $120 fee does not 
“subsidize the direct cost of 
education” and is an un- 
lawful barrier to free edu- 
cation. 


A far-reaching effect, 
Shamsky said, is that if the 
court. rules in favor, of the 
students, then cumpulsory 
participation in an em- 
ployee or student group 
insurance plan that pays for 
abortions could be ruled 
unconstitutional. 


The American National 
Financial Corporation 
(ANFC) is also named as a 
defendent in the suit which 
questions “the legality of 
the health insurance con- 
tract negotiated with” the 
UC Regents. 


THE PETITION states 
that the ANFC provides 
payments “up to $200 for 
elective abortion (abortion 
on demand) for any preg- 
nancy conceived during the 
period of coverage.”

Religious persecution shifts 
to peasants in El Salvador 


WASHINGTON (NC)—A 
historian, a development 
consultant and a priest- 
congressman reported that 
religious persecution in El 
Salvador has shifted from 
leaders to the peasant, the 
campesino. 


“In the countryside one 
can literally feel the fear, 
anguish and desperation 
which fills the lives of the 
peasants,’ said Rep. 
(Father) Robert F. Drinan 
(D-Mass.). 


“WE HEARD at least 40 
separate stories of the 
murders, the disappear- 
ances or the jailings of 
husbands or sons against 
whom no. charge -was 
brought.” 


Dr. Thomas P. Anderson, 
who teaches history at East 
Connecticut State College 
in Willimantic, said that in 
El Salvador “‘a wealthy 
oligarchy, coupled with an 
ascendant military officer 
corps, have formed an 
uneasy partnership to 
repress the peasantry 
which does the work of 
production.” 


After listing a series of 
repressive moves since the 
February, 1977 elections, 
John J. McAward, who 
coordinates development 
aid to El Salvador from the 


Unitarian-Universalist Ser- 


vice Committee of Boston, 
added: 


“| AM VERY much aware 


of the climate of oppression 
and repression, and the 
suffering that the majority 
of Salvadoreans must en- 
dure under their present 
and past military govern- 
ments.” 


The three men were 
reporting on their on-the- 
spot investigation early in 
January of conditions inthe 
Central American country, 
mostly to answer assertions 
by the government of Gen. 
Carlos H. Romero that it is 
only curbing subversives. 


Father Drinan, a Jesuit, 
described his experiencein 
celebrating mass for the 
campesinos at isolated pla- 
ces “where the police could 
not possibly locate them.”

Students of church history and students 
of patrology know something of the 
hermits of the deserts and the primitive 
monks. Their writings, however, are 
mostly neglected and seldom, if ever, 
translated into modern English. 


The Archimandrake Dorotheos lived in 
the monastery of Gaza in the Sinai Desert, 
and, as his title proclaims, was sort of a 
regional supervisor over several monas- 
teries inthe area. He flourished inthe sixth 
century, just before Christianity was 
exterminated in the region by the 
Moslems.

The spirituality of Dorotheos is almost 


stark, dominated by self-discipline, self- 
denial, and a tremendous love of God. It is 
a strict ordering of priorities: God is 
eternal, the soul is immortal, anything that 


stands in way of union of these two is to be _ 


shunned, completely. 


It is the kind of spirituality that is 
compelling in its logic, irresistible in its 
force, and beyond the reach of us ordinary 
mortals. 

After a lengthy, and very personal 
introduction by the translator the details of 
the life of Dorotheos are given. Most of the 
book then contains his teachings, on 
everything from renunciation of the world 
to the necessity of working out salvation, 
with God’s grace. There is a short section 
on his thoughts about the Paschal 
mystery, and a concluding section on the 
dialogues and maxims of Dorotheos.
